-- DX was rather elusive this week, but the Czech Republic and Japan were active on 15m and a 
Netherlands Antilles station caused a pileup on 10m. 


-- The CQ Worldwide WPX Contest in SSB will be held this weekend on 160 through 10m. 
The exchange is RS and contact number. 


The latest solar flux figure is 138, up from 115 last week. The latest sunspot count is 127, up from 


last weeks 60.

The domestic letter postage (1 Class Forever) is 49 cents and post card stamps are 34 cents. 


The 1* Class Global Forever stamp, selling for $1.15, is good for US letters sent to ALL foreign 
lands, including Canada and Mexico. 


The U.S. Postal Service no longer sells international reply coupons (IRCs). 


If you want to QSL DX stations directly you need to include an SAE in your 
envelope and two or three “green stamps” (aka US dollars) for return postage. 
European postage is high and many DX stations won’t QSL directly unless 


reimbursed. Using envelopes to send QSL cards is costly, but postal sorting machines often 
mutilate unprotected cards. 


Old forever stamps are valid for First Class domestic postage regardless of the original 
price paid. 

To thwart postal thieves overseas, don't use call signs on your envelopes and 
avoid unusual stamps that might draw attention to your letter. Using the ARRL 
outgoing bureau is cheaper than direct mail but much slower. To reduce postage 
costs and speed up replies, save up several outgoing cards for a particular 
country and send them together in one envelope directly to that country's QSL 
bureau. Turnaround time is often cut in half. A list of foreign bureau addresses 


can be found online at the IARU web page (www.iaru.org/iarugsl.html). Or, consider 
using the eQSL, Logbook of the World or QRZ.COM logging programs that 
supplement postal verifications with Internet confirmations (electronic QSLs are 
not universally accepted for awards).
